Whittenhall, and will be 
furnished ia every variety, and at prices that give 
them en attraction and merit over any other build- 
ings now used for the accommodation of popula- 
tion in new localities. 





James River Improvement. 

A report has been submitted to the Richmond 
(Va.) city council, showing that the work of re- 
moving obstructions from James River, uoder 
United States contract, is progre-sing with satis- 
factory rapidity, Under another contract with 
the United States engineer department the Ameri 
can Dredging Company, of Philadelpbia, will 
soon complete their work of opening the cut-off 
at Dutch Gap, giving a depth of eighteen feet at 
high water, and a width of not less than one hun- 
dred feet, Under another contract with the Uui- 
ted States ergineer department, Messrs. Kalen- 
back &-Barton are about to open a channel 
through the rock at Rocketts Reef, giving a depth 
of eighteen feet at high water, and a width of one 
hundred and twenty-five feet. 





Narrow Gauge Railroads. 

The British Government appointed in 1869 a 
commission to consider what gauge should be 
adopted for “ the Indas Valley and other project- 
ed railways.” After more than a year of careful 
investigation their commission bas reported, and 
within the last month the Indian authorities bave 
decided upon the width of three feet three inches 
for all Siate lines. This action extends the nar- 


aggregate length, intended to give all needed fa- 
cilities to vast areas of territory and immense 
populations. Itis the most important endorse- 
ment the narrow gauge system has yet received, 
and will greatly influence decisions as to the 
width of the gauge the world over.

The operating force on the road during the year 
consisted of 21 locomotive engines, and cars as 
follows—passenger 8, baggage 6, caboose 6, box 
freight 69, flats 71, and wrecking 1—total, 161 
cars, The cars are in general old and requiring 
continual repairs, which forbids the economical 
management of the line. The rebuilding and 
overhauling this stock during the past year how- 
ever has been very considerable. 

The General Superintendent reports the road- 
way to be in a better condition than at avy time 
since the close of the war. It is well ditched and 
the cuts are in fair condition. Defective and dan- 
gerous rails are being rapidly replaced with new 
or re-rolied rail, the latter being reported to be 
wearing better than the recently purchased rail. 

The number of passengers carried during the 
year was 94,182 against 88,413 during the pre- 
vious year ; of these 44,612 were carried east and 
48,875 west.

says: 

The increase in expenditures over those of last 
year is attributable to two plain causes—the ad- 
vance in the price of labor and the heavier pur- 
chase of new rails, new cars and new locomotives 
in the past than in the previous year, muking, in 
the aggregate, the sum of $24,902 15 in excess of 
expenditures for the same items the year before. 
There is no doubt, but for the severe stringency 
of the times, the earnings for the year would have 
been greater, with a reduced per centage of ex- 
penses to gross earnings. The low price at which 
the last crop of cotton was sold seriously depress- 
ed the pecuniary condition of this region, limiting 
the people in their purchases, as well as railroad 
travel, strictly to the demands of a pressing ne- 
cessity. 

The outward freights from 1st September to the 
28th February last fell off $19,606 67, as compared 
with the sawe period of time in the preceding 
year. 

The books of the company show that, notwith- 
standing there was an excess of 14,353 bales of 
cotton over the previous year, yet, with that in- 
crease of tonnage, there is a decrease in the gen.

During tke cotton season, for want of outward 
freights, the cars were often sent empty after 
cotton, paying mileage only in one direction. It 
is essentia! to the profitable working of the road 
that its business and receipts should be drawn 
from both directions, which, unfortunately, bas 
not been the case with the road. The nearer that 
system of operation can be brought to equaliza- 
tion the more economical and profitable wili be 
the result. 

During the fiscal year which has just closed the 
conversion of the past due bonds has been con- 
tinued successfully.

Ac Act amendatory of the charter of this com- 
pany was passed by the Legislature in July, 1870, 
authorizing the issuance by the company of pre- 
ferred stock; and also an act authorizing the 
company to make an extension of its railroad 
track to the Mississippi river—both of whicb acts 
were duly accepted by this company as a part of 
its charter ; and a written notice of such accept 
ance was given to the Secretary of State, who ac- 
knowledged receipt of the same. 

The Western railroad, a link of 45 miles be- 
tween Selma and Montgomery, was completed 
last December. Soon after which we had the 
satisfaction of welcoming the arrival at Vicks- 
burg, of a locomotive and freight train from 
Savannah, belonging to the Central Railroad of 
Georgia, with consignment of rice and other mer- 
chandise for Vicksburg; and returning, it took 
back a full load of cotton for Savannab. By the 
completion of tqat link, Vicksburg is placed in 
railroad connection, on the shortest practicable 
line, with Montgomery, Columbus, Macon, Savan- 
nab, Brunswick and all other important railroad 
points in South Alabama and Georgia. 

The Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad is on 
the eve of completion, with which this road will 
make close connection at Meridian, and will give 
much the shortest line from Vick:burg to New 
York and Norfolk. 

The North Louisiana and Texas Railroad, when 
completed to Shreveport, will be to this a valua- 
ble connecting road. There is, however, a gap of 
ninety miles yet to be closed between Monroe and 
Shreveport. With the completion of the Texas 
Pacific Railroad, and with that gap closed, this 
road would be a link in the great chain on the 
shortest line between San Diego, on the Pacific ; 
and New York and all Southern Atlantic sea- 
ports. When that line is completed, the amount 
and value, of freight and travel which would be 
poured on this road can be more easily imagined 
than estimated, The time by rail from New York 
to San Diego would be five or six days, and from 
San Diego to China and Japan by steamers about 
twenty days. Add the time from Liverpool to 
New York—say ten days—making the time from 
Liverpool to China and Japan, from thirty-five to 
forty days. 

When the first invoice of tea, silks, &c., direct 
from China, arrived at Chicago, via the Union 
Pacific Railroad, it was deemed of sufficient im. 
portance to celebrate the event by the firing of 
cannon, and rejoicing of the citizens as the open- 
ing of a direct trade between the Asiatic cities, 
and the United States, 

The immense trade between the United States 
and China and J apan, countries numbering some- 
thing like five hundred millions of people, about 
one half the human race—has heretofore been 
carried on by the long voyage round Cape Horn 
—or by India or Egypt—by the operating of these 
great railroad lines between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific sea ports, the Western and Southern cities 
being so much nearer to the Pacific coast, will 
doubtless become the general marts, for the dis 
tribution of the teas, silks, nankeens and other 
commodities exported from China and Japan— 
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and from the geographical 
it will be 1,285 mites nearer to Shanghai 
than will be the City of New York. 

We regard these sigas of prosperity as grounds 
for a strong confidence, that at no distant day, 
this company will have the ability to pay out of 
its net earnings the full interest on its entire debt; 
and the stockholders muy also find ground for a 
reasonable hope of an advance in the value of 
their stock.

Narrow Gauge Locomotives. 

The narrow gauge locomotives, built by the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works for the Denver and 
Rio Grande Railway, have been set up and tried 
on the line of that road near Denver and are now 
in operation in the construction ot the road. About 
three and a half miles of narrow gauge track (3 
ft.) had been laid out of Denver at last account, 
and upon this the smali engines have been thor- 
oughly tested. Immediately upon leaving Den- 
ver the track is laid to a temporary grade of 140 ft. 
to the mile. Up this grade the freight locomo- 
tive pulled 20 of their four-wheeled flat cars load- 
ed with railroad iron. The engine hauled this 
train without difficulty, stopping, and starting, 
readily with it on the -grade. This engine has 
three pair of divers 86 inches in diameter, a “ pony 
truck” in front, and weighs, in ruaniog order, 34,- 
000 pounds. 

The passenger engine “‘ Montezuma” (with two 
pairs of drivers and “ pony truck;” weight, 25,000 
pounds) drew a train of six passenger cars at a 
speed of thirty miles an hour, making the time 
with ease. The engines ride well and steam free- 
ly. Weare permitted to print the foliowing let- 
ter from General Superintendent and Chief En- 
gineer Greenwood, who has charge of the con. 
struction and operation of the line:

“ Gentlemen—This is to certify that your Engin- 
eer has delivered to the D. and R. G. Railway, 
the three engines constructed for them by your 
company. The engines as far as they have been 
used have proved a perfect success, and I fully 
believe they will perform all the work they were 
guaranteed to perform. I have always bad full 
faith in the success of the Narrow Gauge(three feet 
in this case) and the working of the engines as well 
as of the other rolling stock, which we now bave 
on hand, fally demonstrate that we were justified 
in reducing the gauge on our road.

Railway bonds have been in good investment 
demand at stronger prices for the favorites of the 
older loans. The chief business has been through 
the commission houses, Central Pacific Sixes 
closed ou Wednesday at 9914@9914.

Bonds have been 
actively sought after, and considerable amounts

RAILROAD COMPANIES—NEGLIGENCE OF PERSONS 
INJURED NOT ALWAYS A BAR TO RECOVERY— 
RULE OF LAW AS TO CONTRIBUTIVE NEGLIGENCE. 


The facts in the recent case of The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad Company vs. 
. Thomas Payne, administrator, &c,, (49 Ill., 499), 
are fully and clearly stated in the following opin- 
ion by 

Waker, J.—This was an action brought by 
appellee, as administrator of Albert Y. Payne, to 
recover compensation, under the act of 1853, for 
the alleged killing of Payne by the negligence of 
the employees of appellants, It appears from 
the evidence that the deceased was driving ina 
covered boggy upon the highway, and at a place 
where the road intersected with the railway of 
appellants, and came in contact with a passing 
train, and was instantly killed. 

It is averred in the various counts of the de 
claration, that the railway company kept no 
warning board at the crossing, that no bell was 
rung or whistle sounded to give notice of the ap- 
proach of the train, as required by law, and the 
engineer in charge of the train was drunk at 
the time the accident occurred, The company 
denied negligence on their part, and ailege that 
there was a want of ordinary care on the part of 
deceased as Le approached the railroad, 

On the trial in the Court below, there was a 
large amount of evidence introduced by each 
party, but inasmuch as the case will have to be 
submitted to another jury, we deem it improper 
to discuss its weight or whether it supported the 
verdict. From a careful examination of the in- 
structions given the jury, we are satisfied they do 
not announce the Jaw tothe jury so clearly and 
distinctly that we can see that they were not mis- 
led in arriving at their verdict. They seem to 
conflict, and to leave the jury a choice as to which 
class they should adopt, A party has the right 
to have the law applicable to his case fairly, 
clearly and distinctly stuted in the instructions 
given to the jury. It is not sufficient to say the 
law in the case is correctly announced in a part 
of the instructions, if it is incorrectly stated in 
others. 

This is the second of the plaintiff’s instructions 
which the Court gave to the jury. 

“Tf the jury believe, from the evidence, that 
the defendant was guilty of gross negligence, un- 
der all the facts before them, in runving its train 
to and over the common highway crossing, and 
thereby the death of Albert Y. Payne was caused, 
then, even though the deceased did approach such 
crossing with some and a less degree of negli 
gence, while traveling on the highway, such neg- 
ligence of the deceased would not destroy the 
plaintiff’s right to recover in this action.” 

The third instruction given for appellees is this: 

“ Even if the jury believe, from the evidence, 
that the deceased, Payne, did with some negli- 
gence, on a highway, approach the railroad cross- 
ing of the same, yet, if the defendant recklessly and 
with gross negligence, approached with its train 
to and crossed said highway, and thereby caused 
the death of the said Payue, as charged in the 
declaration, such negligence of deceased would 
not justify such gross negligence of the defend- 
ant.” 

Appellee’s fifth instruction is this : 








- ce re se 

‘Tt was the duty of the defendant to operate its 
train in coming to and crossing said highway with 
due care and precaution to avoid injury to persons 
passing on said highway, and if by sounding the 
whistle of the locomotive or ringing the bell 
thereof, in such manner as could have been rea- 
sonably done under the circumstances, injury to 
the deceased would have been prevented, and by 
wrongful failure so to do, the death of said Payne, 
resulted as alleged in plaintiff’s declaration, then 
the jury should find the defendant guilty,” 

Appellee’s sixth instruction is this: 

“Tf the defendant had erected and maintained 
a post on its track, some 80 rods east from said 
highway crossing, at and from which its trains in 
approaching said crossing were accustomed, by 
whistle or ringing of a bell, to give notice of its 
approach to such crossing, and such whistle or 
ringing of bell would reasonably have prevented 
the accident in evidence, and on the occasion in 
eviderce the defendant failed to ring a bell or 
sound a whistle, and that thereby, and the negli- 
gence of the defendant, the death of the deceased, 
Payne, was caused, as alleged in the declaration, 
then the jury should find defendant guilty.” 

It is the established doctrine of this Court that, 
although a plaintiff may be guilty of negligence, 
still the defendant will be held liable if his negli- 
gence is greater than that of the plaintiff. Where 
the negligence producing the injury is equal or 
nearly so, or that of plaintiff is greater, then he 
cannot recover. Although he may be guilty of 
negligence, yet if that of the defendant is greater, 
amounting to gross negligence, he would be lia- 
ble. Negligence resulting in injury is compara- 
tive and it is not required that the plaintiff shall 
be free from all negligence, or that he shall ex 
ercise the highest possible degree of prudence 
and caution, to entitle him to recover, if the de- 
fendant is shown to be guilty uf a higher degree 
of negligence, 

In the case of the Galena and Chicago Union 
R. R. Co. vs, Dill, 22 Ill., 264, it was said that 
where the company have erected the proper signs 
and notices at the point of intersection, the high- 
way traveler should, under ordinary circum- 
stances, heed its warning, and use proper precau. 
tion to avoid a collision, and failing to do so, 
negligence more gross on the part of the company 
only will render them liable for injuries received. 
It was also held, in that case, that each party had 
the right to use their respective roads, but in do- 
ing so they were required to use all reasonable 
precautions to prevent injury to the other, That 
the traveler on the highway had the same but no 
greater right, to travel the highway over the track 
of the company than the latter had to pass over 
the highway, and that both should exercise pru 
dence in the enjoyment of their several rights. 
But that the road was not required by statuts to 
ting a bell or sound a whistle, 

If an individual in crossing a railroad track, is 
guilty of negligence, that does not authorize the 
employees to wantonly kill such individnal. His 
negligence may be a wrong to the company, but 
he does not thereby forfeit his life. If his negli- 
gence produces injury to the company, the Courts 
are open to them for redress, And it would be 
monstrous to hold that because a person is care- 
less in regard to his safety, he thereby renders 
himself liable to destruction with impunity, by

cent. ordinary shares, The scrip for the new se- 
curities, in excbange for the bankers’ receipts, 
provides the means of identifying the old and 
new securities, Under capitalisation with inter- 
est, for each 100 dollars the owners of New York 
First Mortgage Bonds are entitled to $131.50; 
of Pennsylvania do, to $133.25; of Ohio to $1383.- 
25; of New York Second Mortgage Bonds to 
$132.25 ; of Pennsylvania and Ohio do. $131.50; 
of Third General Mortgage Bonds of the Consoli- 
dated Stock, $100; of Preference Shares, $24.20 
5 6ths; of coupons due prior to January 17, 1867, 
$100; of debentures of 1864, $25 ; ordinary shares, 
$25 ; of debentures of 1858,$25; ordinary shares, 
$50. 

The first issue of 7 per cent. reorganisation 
stock so successfully carried out, was for the pay- 
ment of the overdue coupons of the Datch hold- 
ers, and making effective provision for the har- 
monious working with the Erie Company under 
changed conditions.

The Philadelphia Ledger says that the “ Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company” and the “ Pennsyl- 
vania Company” are two distinct corporations, 
and then adds : 


The former is the well known railroad that, by 
jts original charter, connects Harrisburg with 
Pittsburgh, and by various leasing and control of 
other lines now connects Philadelpbia with almost 
all points in the interior out to the western end of 
the Union Pacific Railroad. It is, as it stands to- 
day, the most extended and important railroad in 
the world, The “Pennsylvania Company” is a 
comparatively new corporation, having been cre- 
ated some two years ago, and though believed to 
be in the immediate interest of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, it is nevertheless distinct and 
alone responsible for the liabil‘ties created in its 
name, though it is really but a Bureau represent- 
ing the Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s interest 
west of Pittsburgh. It is this ‘* Pennsylvania 
Company” that bas just completed the negotia 
tions for the lease ot the Jeffersonville, Madison 
and Indianapolis Railroad, and has also secured a 
controlling interest in the Ohio River Bridge at 
Louisville, By this arrangement the ‘“ Pennsyl- 
vapia Company” secures control of all lines cross- 
ing the Ghio river at Cincinnati and Louisville to 
the south and northwest.
